Schooley said that he does not 
know if Eavenson was aware 
that the injuries were job-related 
when treatment was given.

ney Bill Haine has said that pay- 
ments received by Eavenson 
from the health insurance fund 
do not constitute a conflict of 
interest as long as there is no 
referral on Eavenson’s rt and 
as long-as he has no discretion- 
ary powers about payment.

Wednesday for an opinion 
regardin the potential conflict 
and workers compensation pay- 
ments. 

Eavenson said Wednesday that 
he was startled by Schooley’s 
opinion, but that he would never 
treat a patient if he knew that a 
lawsuit would be filed. 

“The day that (states attor- 
ney) Bill Haine says that there 
is a conflict is the day I step 
down from the school board,” 
Eavenson said. 

“I serve on the board because 
I enjoy serving the school dis- 
trict. I would never do anything 
to put the school district in jeop- 
ardy,”’ Eavenson said, noting 
that in four years not one of the 
claims he has handled has come 
to court.

Firefighters have been work- 
ing without a contract since 
April 30 of this year. By law, 
they may not strike. But they 
may demand binding arbitration 
if negotiations fail.

“The only issues still open are 
a fair wage for all city employ- 
ees — the city's offer is unac- 
ceptable — and now they have 
thrown in random drug testing,” 
a city hall worker said. 

“We are not opposed to drug 
testing. We ‘are opposed to ran- 
dom drug testing. We don’t have 
commercial drivers licenses or 
operate heavy machinery,” the 
employee said. 

Another AFSCME Local 3405 
member said that, under the 
city’s proposal, even a trace of 
alcohol found in an employee's 
sample would be cause for ter- 
mination. 

Sources said the city has 
offered basically the same test- 
ing program that is now in place

Mayor Ron Selph, a former 
police officer, said that the city 
wants to implement the testing 
for all city employees for the 
employees’ safety and welfare 
as well as for residents’ safety. 

“Some of our employees oper- 
ate heavy machinery or drive 
trucks.

Belle shows 1st quarterly loss 


SPRINGFIELD — The Great 
Flood of 93 washed away some 
of the profits of the Alton Belle 
Casino, giving owner Argosy 
Gaming Co. its first quarterly 
loss. 

‘The company reported it went 
into the red, with a loss before 
taxes of $390,000, for the quarter 
ending Sept. 30. In the same 
period in 1992, Argosy had pre- 
tax income of $3.6. million. 

Revenues for the third quarter 
were $15.7 million, up $700,000 
over the 1992 period. F'lood-relat- 
ed expenses of $2.5 million and 
$1.7 million in expenses for pur- 
suing casino opportunities in oth- 
er states were blamed for the 
overall loss. 

Company officials noted the 
new Belle has three times the 
passenger capacity of the origi- 
nal boat, which operated in 
1992’s third quarter, so problems 
caused by the flood diluted the 
larger boat’s advantages. 

“The Great Flood of 1993 pro- 
duced a combination of signifi- 
cantly depressed revenue and 
passenger counts, much higher

Long time 
gone for 
Dave Crosby 


It’s been a long time gone 
since Dave Crosby went to 
prison in Texas on drug charges, 

t the experience is helping 
him stay on the wagon. 

“That prison sentence saved 
my life,”’ the rock star told 2,000 
peoee Monday at SIUE. “I can 

ing you a dozen witnesses who 
would swear that they were sure 
I was going to die, and I’m one 
of them. I had already resigned 
myself to that.” 

Crosby, an award-winning 
singer and songwriter with the 
60’s rock band The Birds and 
later Crosby, Stills and Nash, 
told his tale of success, 
addiction-fueled downfall and 
sul mt ongoing recovery to 
an enthusiastic crowd at 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville’s Vadalabene 


Center. 

Sponsored by the Edgewood 
Program in Edwardsville and 
the SIUE Alcohol and D: 
Awareness Program, Crosby, 52, 
walked on stage to the tune of 
one of CSN’s most poplar 
songs, Long Time Gone, also the 
title of his no-holds-barred 
autobiography. 

Crosby spun stories of his drug 

-heydays and slip into paranoja 
and addiction, eventually leading 
to his arrest in Texas for heroin 
possession in 1985. 

Clad in jeans, black shirt and 
black leather jacket, Crosby 
admitted prison is not the best 
or easiest way for an addict to 
break the habit, but havii tried 
numerous times unsuccessfully 
to kick the habit, it was the time 
behind bars that finally turned 
him around. 

“I am one of the rare times 
when (prison) worked,” he said. 
“Jt doesn’t keep me from 
criticizing the myriad problems 
that I see in the judicial system 
and law enforcement and with 
the (Drug Enforcement 
Administration) people, but it 
worked with me. Something had 
to get my attention, and it had 
to be very strong.” 

Crosby, speaking frankly and 
often gesturing wildly, said he 
began doing drugs such as 
cocaine and heroin in the 
mid-60’s. His addiction grew 
until his prison sentence began 
in 1985. 

“It was a long, strange trip,” 
he said. ‘*‘(Addicts) deceive 
themselves a lot. You start out 
thinking you are having fun, so 
it’s got to be OK. You want to 
have more fun.”’ 

Addiction is difficult for many 

le to understand, he said. 

“To (some of you), it’s just a 
word heavily loaded with very 
serious connotations,” said 
Crosby, who plays a recovering 
alcoholic on television’s John 
Larroquette Show. ‘To us, it’s a 
force like a bulldozer and rocks 
you inside out.”’ 

Audience members laughed at 
times and nodded their heads 
when a particular comment 
struck a cord. 

Crosby blamed money for 
much of his problem. 

“When I was with CSN, we 
made a tremendous amount,"’ he 
said. ‘‘For many others, their 
habit came to a screeching halt 
when the bar tab came due or 
the man wouldn’t front more 
drugs. That didn’t happen to me. 

I had a continuing source of 
money. It kept coming, so I

A choice: School or no school 


Voters in the Madison School District will make a choice 
Tuesday: Does the community want a school district? 

Point fingers if you will. Blame the school board, adminis- 
tration, teachers or even janitors if you must. Decry the 
unfairness of property tax. Scream bloody murder about 
whatever might-have-been, should-have-been or if-only is 
circulating this week. But the validity or non-validity of all of 
those things means nothing now. 

The tax issues on the ballot — a $900,000 bond issue and a 
75-cent property tax increase — ‘are not a chance for the 
voters to validate or invalidate the past actions of the school, 
its board, its administrators or its teachers. They are nota 
chance for voters to voice an opinion on the school’s policies, 
hiring practices, fiscal responsibility or management tech- 
mths. x 

his vote deals with one thing and one thing only: the 
continued existance of the Madison School District. And the 
only possible answers are yes or no. 

So the decision for the voters is ‘Does Madison need a 
school district?” 

Perhaps more than any other factor, a school district 
defines the character of a community. More than any other 
indicator, a school district tells where a community is-going. 

When an industrial developer looks at a community, one of 
the first things the developer does is inquire about the school 
district. One thing the developer is worried about is taxes. 
But — and this often outweighs the tax rate — another reason 
is that the potential community support for the industry can 
be gauged by the support the community gives its schools. 

Tf a community doesn’t have a school district, its future is 
forever tied to the community that does. Mitchell, East 
Madison and even Pontoon Beach provide endless examples 
of that. 

A community’s school district not only determines if there 
will be residential development, but also the number and 
type of new residents. A local school strongly supported by 
the community will do more to attract and hold’ good 
neighbors than the lowest tax rate in the world. 

The job of a public school is to provide a community with 
good solid citizens who will someday take over reins and lead 
the community into the future. If that school is located in 
some other community — even one that is by no means 
distant — the community without a school becomes just one 
more neighborhood in the flagship community with a school. 
Bemeoks, Stallings and even Lincoln Place serve as exam- 
ples. 

No matter what other arguments we choose to believe, we 
must ‘agree that the financial woes of the Madison School 
District are directly tied to the stagnation of the community. 
Without new development, the property values —jand the tax 
money available — keep dropping year after year. 

And therein lies the crux of the matter. 

Madison, the community, has reached a critical point on 
the slippery slope of history where it must either climb with 
renewed vigor or start sliding downward to oblivion. It 
cannot hope to climb without the help of Madison, the school 
district, and Madison, the school district, is hanging on for 
dear life to the thinnest of threads. 

Does Madison need a school district? 

Tf there is to be a Madison at all, it does. If the voters turn 
down the bond issue and tax increase, Madison, the commu- 
nity and school district, may as well put out the fire, call in 
the dogs and head on down the road — after more than 100 
years of proud history, memories will be all that remain. 

We recommend that residents of the Madison school 
district vote ‘tyes’ on both the bond issue and tax increase 
questions Nov. 2.

National Steel fails to 
bargain in good faith

To National Steel manage- 
ment: 

The company announced on 
Monday the “‘indefinite idling” 
of the National Steel Pellet Co. 
facility in Keewatin, Minn. In its 
press release, the company said 
the facility’ ‘is being idled 
because it was unable to reach 
agreement on a new contract 
with USWA Local 2660 by the 
midnight, Oct. 15 deadline for 
the company to sign a long-term 
interruptible power contract.” 

We have met with the union’s 
negotiators at National Pellet 
and there is no doubt whatsoever 
in our minds that the only rea- 
son that National didn’t reach 
agreement was because the com- 
pany never had an intention of 
doing so! We now understand 
that the power company is still 
prepared to make National Pel- 
jet an equivalent offer to that of 





that the pellet plant is noncom- 
petitive, it has consistently 
refused to give the union the 
financial information needed to 
assess that claim. The company 
says that it can buy pellets 
cheaper from other producers, 
but it refuses to give the union 
the financial information needed 
to verify that claim. 

The company’s decision to idle 
the pellet plant doesn’t just 
affect Local 2660 members, it 
affects the future job security of 
all National Steel USWA employ- 
ees. We negotiated" increased 
involvement in the company’s 
business planning in the 1993 
contract in order to make sure 
that union financial experts 
could be involved in the process. 
The company’s unilateral deci- 
sion to idle the pellet plan is in 
direct violation of the new con- 
tract. 

What further concerns us is 
the company’s refusal to meet 
with the Joint Leadership Group 
of the JLMCC (Joint Labor/Man- 
agement Cooperation Commit- 
tees) prior to making. this 
extremely important decision. 

We don’t know all the facts 
related to the pellet plant deci- 
sion. But we do know that union 
representatives should have been 
part of the process. We also 

now that the company has not 
been bargaining in good faith 
with the members of Local 2660, 
that they have refused to pro- 
vide the members of Local 2660 
with crucial financial informa- 
tion, and that the company 
should reassess this decision that 
is so important to the future of 
us all.

Practice (Vol. 35, Nov. 1992) not- 
ed that back pain is the second 
leading reason patients seek 
care from any health care pro- 
vider. The report also noted that 
chiropractors saw twice the 
number of back patients as med- 
ical providers. Other medical 
studies have documented that 
chiropractic care was more cost 
effective and showed greater 
patient satisfaction than services 
rendered by their medical coun- 
terparts for certain maladies. 
egardless of the effectiveness 
of a particular service, if it is 
overprescribed or overutilized, it 
constitues abuse and should be 
investigated. Guidelines are 
essential for effective care. The 
chiropractic profession was the 
first to institute guidelines 
endorsed by the American Chiro- 
practic Asscciation which now 
serve as a model for other pro- 
fessions. These guidelines were 
presented to the Clinton adminis- 
tration and should be part of the 
national health care plan. 

One important aspect of the 
national health care proposal is 
the preservation of freedom of 
choice for patients in choosing 
their health care provider. By 
instituting a policy of medical 
doctor referral to doctors of chi- 
ropractic, it not only restricts 
freedom of choice by adding a 
medical gatekeeper but. ulti- 
mately increases the overall cost 
of patient service. Also in the 
previously referenced article in 
Journal Family Practice, it stat- 
ed that ‘'50 percent of family 
physicians surveyed believed 
they were only slightly or not at 
all informed about the clinical 
scope and skills of chiroprac- 
tors.” The answer is not adding 
another layer to the already 
complicated system, but to insti- 
tute guidelines that allows 
patients to choose the most 
effective care for their condi- 
tions. 

‘We will not support any health 
care practitioner who abuses the 
doctor-patient relationship. Chi- 
ropractic continues to enjoy 
increased awareness and satis- 
faction from a growing patient 
base, as well as acceptance from 
the medical community and 
insurance providers. It is our 
hope to continue offering safe 
and effective treatment to cur- 
rent and prospective patients.

Edwardsville will see its first 
small step toward new economic 
development in coming weeks 
with the sale of the Knights Inn 
and its 9 acres of property. 

Midwest Lodging Associates 
purchased the motel on Illinois 
157 overlooking the bluff and 
Interstate 270 Friday from Tri- 

le T Inns, owner of the Knights 
nn. The Salem, Ill.-based firm 
will demolish the current struc- 
ture, except for its two-story 
main. lobby, and replace it with 
a Comfort Inn, officials said 
Monday. 

The new motel, with a $2 mil- 
lion price tag, is scheduled to 
open in June 1994, said Jack 
Woods, president of Midwest 
Lodging Associates. 

“We're familiar with Edwards- 
ville, and we have always liked 
the town,”’ Woods said. “We just 
couldn’t believe the condition of 
the Knights Inn and that that 
was all Edwardsville had to 
offer its visitors."” 

The Knights Inn is the only 
hotel in Edwardsville and Glen 
Carbon, although Edwardsville 
does have a bed and breakfast.

Flood control system study OK’d

A plan expected to eventually 
alleviate the area’s water woes 
received the nod from the St. 
Clair County Board Monday 


= 

rd members agreed with- 
out comment to allow the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture Soil 
Conservation Service to conduct 
a study of the county's flood con- 
trol system over the next few 
years. 

‘The study, approved last Tues- 
day by the Environment Com- 
mittee, will look at waterways, 
drainage ditches and basins, 
with hopes of curbing flooding 
problems and sedimentation. 

It will begin in January and 
will cost $100,000 a year, for a 
maximum of five years. 

The first five projects slated 
under the pee are preliminary 
studies of Richland, Little Can- 
teen, Schoemberger, Powdermill 
and Ogles creeks. 

A work plan evaluation report 
for Richland Creek will see com- 


pletion as early as January 1994. 
‘The preliminary studies will end 
with Ogles Creek in January 
1995. 

The ASCS will also help the 
county prepare ordinances for 
storm water, erosion and sedi- 
ment control. In addition, it will 
help the county apply for federal 
money to make any necessary 
improvements to the system. 

The county will review plans, 
reports and other information 
generated by the SCS and hold 
committee and public meetings 
as they are needed when work

gets underway. 

Officials from SCS have said 
some plans for improving the 
county's drainage system were 
drawn years ago, but no work 
was ever done.

The figures for workers com- 
pensation and health insurance 
‘were provided to the board Tues- 
day night. Figures from the dis- 
trict’s Student accident insurance 
fund .were.not available. 

When making the request,

According to the figures, Eav- 
enson was paid more ($15,740) 
for workers compensation claims 
in the last 12 months than any 
other provider.

‘Messiah’ study corrects errors in score 


Looking for that unique Christmas gift for 
the choir director who has everything? Well, 
Leonard Van Camp may’have an idea for 
your early Christmas shopping list. 

Van Camp, director of choral activities at 
Southern Illinois University at Edwardsville, 
has just completed a definitive study of 
George Frideric Handel’s timeless oratorio 
“Messiah,” and it’s now available in music 
stores throughout the country. 

In fact, there are two publications by Van 
Camp that have been printed by Roger Dean 
Publishing Company of Dayton, Ohio. There 
is the complete vocal score and an 
exhaustive companion ‘‘Practical Guide” 
that outlines suggestions for performance of 
the oratorio and provides historical data 
about Handel's masterpiece. A continuo 
score and orchestral score are also in the 
works and should be available in time for 
Christmas performances. 

“I wrote it'so the continuo can be used as 
a piano part and the vocal score can be used 
by an organist,” Van Camp said. ‘‘They can 
serve as a duet accempaniment.”” 

What makes this version of ‘‘Messiah”” 
unique is Van Camp's diligence in correcting 
more than 100 errors in the score that he 
contends have been perpetrated throughout 
the work’s 200 years of existence. 

He's had a love affair with the oratorio 
since his high school choral days at Wichita 
East High School. 

“In 1963, I made a list of errors in the 
score I had found based on research, but I 
put that away in a drawer and forgot about 
it until I received a call nearly 30 years later 
from a former student, Roger Beal, who now 
lives in Georgia. He wanted a copy of that 
list, but I couldn't find it. 

“That got me interested again in the 
errors and became the genesis for this 
book,” Van Camp said. During his research, 
the music professor consulted st definitive 
scores, including the Max Spicker edition 
which is widely used, and even consulted by 
telephone with Alfred Mann, who is 
considered the outstanding ‘‘Messiah”’ 
scholar in the world. 

“While talking with Alfred Mann and 
pointing out errors in his edition, I became 
embarrassed because I realized I was 
presuming to question his work,”’ Van Camp 
said. ‘‘I think of this man as a god when it 
comes to interpretations of ‘Messiah.’ 

“The main problem with all the editions 
that have been published in the past 200 
years is that they are ona 
transcription from the autographed score, 
and the person copying it made mistakes. 
Just before Handel died, he gave a copy of 
the parts and the score to the Foundling 
Hospital in London, copies of which I found 
at the Pierpont Library in New York City 
but found to be unreliable. I went back to a 
facsimile of the autographed score in my 
possession that I obtained from the Pierpont 
Library in New York City.
